The board has not compilated all the es- 
timates. which have been prepared and, until 
this is done, it will be impossible accurately 
to state the official estimate of the cost of 
the two types. It seems it was a mistake to 
state that the sea level canal would cost only 
$143,000,000. This is the spproximate cost 
of a lock canal, not taking inio consideration 
the high price that would have to be paid 
for additional land which would be swamped 
by the overflow of water and the indemnities 
that would have to be given for the destruc- 
tion of property. 


Sea Level Cost $250,000,000. 

The sea level canal will cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $250,000,000, but it will be the 
“ best vanal” from every point of view, ac- 
cording to the way the majority of the board 
look at the matter. It was because the ma- 
jority of the board believed the American 
people wanted the * best canal” that it de- 
cided in favor of the sea level type. Inregard 
to the question of time, the majority of the 
board has found that there is such slight ditf- 
ference as not to Warrant its recommendation 
of the lock type. It is said the locks and dams 
are such huge structures that to build them 
would take years, 

Now that the majority of the board of con- 
sulting engimeers has decided in favor of a sea 
level canal, it would not be surprising to any 
one well informed here should the isthmian 
canal commission make a like recommenda- 
tion that the recommendation wonld be 
adopted by the president. From what. is 
known of the views of members of the com- 
mission it is believed there is an equal divis- 
ion of the engineering members, Mr. Hanrod, 
the civilian member, and Rear Admiral End!- 
cott, the naval member, favoring 4 séa level 
canal, and Brig. Gen. Ernst and Brig. Gen. 
Haines, the army members, favoring a lock 
canal. 

Gov. Magoon, who is stationed at Panama, 


is believed to lean towards the sea level type. “ 


Mr. Shonts, the chairman of the commission, 
has kept an open mind. He is not an engi- 
neer, but he is a man of hard, sound sense. 
It is considered likely he will go with the 
weight of technical opinion. So far as the 
president is concerned, he wants the best 
canal that can be built in the shortest time. 


Difference in Time Slight. 

In view of the finding of the board thas 
there will be little difference in the time 
of construction of a sea level over 4 lock 
canal, the president, it is believed, will urge 
congress to authorize the construction.of the 
former. 

It is admitted in canal circles that the de- 
cision of the board marks an important stage 
in the history of the canal. Until the de

The woderful renaissance of Panislamism 
has for its object a holy war against infidels 
and the mass of its followers believe this is 
at hand. Abdul, as the head of this immense 
force, cannot yield a fraction more of his 
sovereignty without resistance and without 
summoning all of his faith to his assistance. 

This! then, is the appaliing danger which 


the powers incur if they resort to force in im- 


posing their demands. A holy war would 
bleed Britain in India and Egypt and France

\ Fleet May Force Dardanelies. 

Itshas been suggested that if a mere dem- 
onstration of the international fleet fails to 
induce the sultan to yield the fleet will force 
the Dardanelles and anchor off Constanti- 
nople. The best authorities say this is next 
to impossible, for whatever else is rotten tn 
Turkey the defenses of the Dardanelles are 
kept complete and efficient as modern re- 
sources can make them. Foreign interfer- 
ence With the sultan, at this moment of Rus- 
sian paralysis, is at least dangerous, and its 
development will be watchéd with keen 
anxiety by Germany, which, it will be noted, 
while professing codperation tn the move- 
ment, is sending no ships, and her future 
course is uncertain. 


PARLIAMENT ELECTS CHARLES. 


Prince of Denmark Is Declared King of 
Norway by Unanimous Vote of 
Nation’s Legislators. 


CHRISTIANIA, Norway, Nov. 18—The 
Norwegian parliament today unanimously 
elected Prince Charles of Denmark to be king 
of Norway. There were 116 members pres- 
ent. 

After the election telegrams were immedi- 
ately dispatched to Prince Charles, King 
Christian, and the Danish premier, and the 
sitting was adjourned until §:45 o'clock, when 
President Berner read the following telegram 
from Prince Charles: 

‘With the permission of the king, my iI- 
lustrious grandfather, I accept my election

as king of Norway and will adopt the name , 


Haakon VII.. conferring upcn my son the 
name of Olaf.

YOUNG AUTFHORESS CONVICTED 
OF TREASON IN GERMANY. 


Woman Who Moved in Highest Berlin 
Circles. Obtained - Important Docu- 
ments and Gave Them to Foreigners.

LKi« ZIG, Nov. 18.—Zinaida Smolianinoff, 
the young Hussian authoress, was placed ‘on 
trial today before the imperial court on 
Charges of high treason. She is the beauti- 
ful and tafented woman who figured prom- 
inently in the fashionable society of Berlin, 
where she obtained a footing by means of let- 
ters of introduction, all from persons mov- 
ing in the highest circies in St. Petersburg. 

She numbered among her friends many offi- 
cers and high state dignitaries, and lived ir 
grand styie—in fact, her expenses obviously 
exceeded her literary income. This led to 
inquiries and the discovery that she had car- 
ried on correspondence under assumed names 
with suspicious persons. She thereupon was 
arrested. 

The proceedings were carried on in secret. 
Many leaders of Berlin society were wit- 
neases. The findings of .the court showed 
that the accused had obtained possession of 
documents which might constitute a danger 
to Germany, and that she had in behalf of a 
foreign government placed them in the hands 
of a foreign officer. 

The woman was sentenced to fifteen 
months’ imprisonment and to pay a fine of 
1,000 marks,

BURY INGOT OF STEEL : 
AS BODIES OF TWO MEN. 


Catholic Priests to Recite Last Prayers 
Today Over Huge Block of Metal in 
Which Workmen Died. 


Philadeiphia, Pa., Nov. 18;—[Special.}—Out 
in the great yard of the Midvale Steel com- 
pany tomorrow. two Catho.i> priests will re- 
cite a funeral service over $,000 pounds of 
ingot steel cut from the bottom of 80,000 
pounds of a enolten mass which fell last week 
on John Forkin and J oneph Gorda, two work- 
meni. 

Forkin and Gorda were working at the bot- 
tom of the great crucible. Throtgh a mis- 
take forty tons of molten steel were released 
and poured upon them. Nota vestige of the 
two remained, not even a button. The obse- 
quies will be held over that part of the mass 
which absorbed the workmen. 

Insteadof waiting until tomorrow the ingot 
was secretly placed in an immense grave 
last night and now résts at the bottom, wait- 
ing to be covered. In addition an inclosure 
was built around it and the workmen noti- 
fied that they must not look in, but must 
walk by. 

The women of both families had expected 
to attend the funeral, but were notified to- 
day by officials that they could not. Only 
two roale members of each family will be 
allowed to hear the services.

CORONER FINDS DR. HAUGH 
GUILTY OF TRIPLE MURDER. 


Dayton Official Says Courts Have to 
Deal with a Cunning Fiend—Witness 
Tells How Bodies Were Mutilated. 


' Dayton, O., Nov. 18.—Coroner Walter L. 
Kline this morning rendered a verdict of 
guilty in the case of Dr. Oliver Crook Haugh, 
in jail here charged with the murder of his 
father, Jacob Haugh; his mother, Mary 
Frances Haugh, and his brother, Jesse 
Haugh. . The coroner said today: 

“TI believe the officials of Montgomery 
county have to deal with a criminal whose 
cunning and fiendish desires have seldom 
been equalled in this country.” 

The last witness to be examined by Coro- 
ner Kline ‘was Jesse McClelland of Cham- 
bersburg, a farm hand on the Haugh farm, 
who was the first on the scene of the trag- 
edy. He states that the bodies of the victims 
then being cremated were plainly visible 
through the windows and doors of the burn- 
ing cottage, and that they showed they had 
been mutilated. It is the belief that the 
bodies were disembowled and oil poured into 
thern. 

McClelland stated the body ofthe mother 
had the legs cut off at the knees. It was the 
first to fall through the burhing floor and 
stood upright against a flue, with the stumps 
of the legs resting on the ground. The son's 
body was the second to fall to the cellar, and 
the father’s followed.

COYNE TO LOSE nfS PLUM? 


SENATORS OPPOSE REAPPOINT- 
MENT OF POSTMASTER. 


President Hears Views of Callom and 
Hopkins on Chicago Officers—Ames 
Likely to Be Retained as Marshal— 
Cemplete Slate to Be Taken to the 
White House for Indorsement After 
the Thankagiving Holidays if the 
Senators Agree. 


Washington. D. C.. Nov. 18.—{Special. }— 
Both of Tiinois’ senators called on President 
Roosevelt today and discussed informaly 
the question of Chicago appointments. 

There was a time, not long ago, when ft 
was said that Postmaster Coyne and Marshal 
Ames would both be retained. Their terms 
expire 
officers hold on until February. 

It developed at the meeting today that there 
was decided opposition to Postmaster Coyne. 
This is supposed to have come more par- 
ticularly from Senator Hopkins. It will be 
remembered Coyne was the original appoint- 
ment of “* Billy’ Mason, and he had not, 
therefore, been actively affiliated with the 
Lorimer-Hopkins machine. 


Coyne Not in High Favor. 

It is supposed that Postmaster Coyne isa 
candidate for reappointment, but the pre- 
liminary discussion at the White house today 
would seem to indicate that he is not likely 
to receive another appointment unless Sena- 
tor Hopkins withdraws a good deal of his 
opposition. So far as is known President 
Hoosevelt is willing to accept the appoint- 
ment of almost any man upon whom the two 
senaters agree. When they come to a point 
of positive disagreement the president is 
quite likely to take matters into his own 
hands and appoint some one to suit himself. 

As to John C. Ames, at present United 
States marshal, the sentiment which devel- 
oped at the conference today wasthat he had 
proved himself to be an unusually efficient 
official it has been intimated that he will 


| either be reappointed marshal or else will be 


made collector of customs to succeed Wiil- 
iam Penn Nixon.

Fetzer, Peters & Co., the brokers in the 
deal, announced that the raflroad company 
had paid approximately $8 a square foot for 
the coal company’s land. At this price the 
Peabody Coal company realized a profit of 
$41,658 on the city purchase. 

The deeds filed, however, record the Car- 
roll avenue at exactly the price 
for which the city sold it--€15,@20,. The ap- 
parent intention was to indicate that the 
coal company sold its adjoining land at $8 a

The Chicago Title and Trust com- 
pany, however, refused to issue 4 guarantee 
policy on the stub end of Carroll street until 
the coal company should secure an ordi- 
nance relinquishing the city’s rights there. 
It cost the coal company more than $15,000 
to secure the relinquishment of these rights. 
If any one lost money on this item in- the 
deal it was the coal company, not the city.”

BRITISH COMMISSIONERS THINK 
BRIDEWELL A MODEL. 


Politeness of a Policeman Escorting 


Woman Offender to Mer Cell Causes 
Admiring Surprise Ameng the Vis- 
itors—Wonder Expressed That Se 
Few of the Inmates Are Feminine— 
English Physicians Making Inspec- 


tion of American Penal Inatituations 


That thé bridewell is a model house of cor- 
reciion and a place where one may consider 
himself lucky to live, is the opinion expressed 
yesterday by members of the royal commis- 
sion from England who inspected the place. 
One member of the police force was com- 
plimented also. 

While the visitors were passing through 
the galleries of cells early in the afternoon a 
door of the building was opened and a police- 
man entered, leading an old woman by the 
arm. The policeman noted the unusual num- 
ber of visitors and was surprised intoa show 
of politeness: which the Englishmen had 
never seen before in a house of correction. 


Polite Policeman a Surprise. 

“1 beg pardon, madam; but this is the way 
to the cellroom,” said the policeman, as he 
removed his helmet and bowed the prisoner 
down a gallery out of sight of the visitors. 

‘My word, how polite your Bobbies are 
here’ exclaimed Mrs. Hume Pinsent, the 
only woman member of the commission. 

‘* And how few are the women prisoners 
at this place as compared to those in similar 
jails in Engiand!”’ commented another phy- 
sician. “Il have noted that the treatment 
of prisoners in penal institutions here, al- 
though better tnan in England, does not 
encourage crime, but rather the reverse, 
judging by the places we have visited here.’ 

There are only 128 women in the bridewell, 
as compared to 1,350 men, an extremely 
small proportion of female prisoners when 
compared to the figures of English penal 
institutions in possession of the mrembers of 
the commission. 


More Drunkenness in England. 
“The fact that drunkenness is less com- 


mon in ‘the United States than in the Eu- | 


ropean countries is the reason so few women 
are confined in your institutions here,’’ sug- 
gested Dr. F. C. Dunlop. 

The members of the investigating body, 
which was sent to the United States to com- 
pare conditions in ihe public institutions 
in this country with those in Great Hritain, 
will leave Chicago for New York this after- 
noon. ‘They have visited the Cook County 
hospital, the jail, and nearly every other 
place of the kind that might furnish food for 
study. Their report, however, will remain 
as much a secret as the Dalrymple docn- 
ment.

Apostle-Boss, Defeated in Elee- 
tion, Must Now Quit Chureh 
| Quorum or Senate., | 


MORMON YOKE DISCARDED 


Political Upheaval Taken to Pre- 
sage Emancipation of State; 
Freedom for Gentiles. 


Salt Lake City, Nov. 18.—[{ Special. }-—Sé@a. 
tor Reed Smoot's crushing defeat in the late 
Salt Lake City election, his consequent re- 
pudiation by his party in the state, and the 
church difficulties in which he has become 
involved as a resifit af his unhappy course 
during the last few weeks make it practically 
certain that he will resign from the United 
States senate or from the apostles’ “ quo- 
rum” of the Mormon church. He probably 
will decide to give up the senate. 

Smoot’s personal ambition is great. With 
his tenure in the senate in doubt, and with 
the knowledge that he, as a representative 
of a western state of small relative im- 
portance, t hope to achieve a com- 
manding peaiues in’the senate, he is likely 
to choose to adhere to his church. As a 
member of the aposties’ “‘ quo * he is as- 
sured of wide influence while he livés, with 
the prospect of the presidency of the Mormon 
church in the not rémote future. The 
apostleship is sure; the senatorship doubtful. 

Smoot's deposition as dictator of the re- 
publican party in Utah is a direct result of 
his own efforts to control, not merely the 


state of Utah, but every town and hamlet in. 


the state. He has not failed to make his per- 
sonality an element in every political move 
and every a ment from the United 
States senate to the petty offices that con- 
stitute the political spoils of remote hamlets 


tn the state. That this policy would result 


in his downfall eventually was never doubted, 
but it came earlier and in more violent form 
than was anticipated. 

Owes Position to Church. 

The political history of Smoot ts allied so 
closely to that of former Senator Thomas 
Kearns of Utah that they must be considered 
together. It makes a unique story. th 
owe their political careers to the same 
agency—the Mormon church—which sent 
both to the United States senate and which 
has brought about the political retirement 
of both. They came into political prominence 


as allies and they go out as bitter enemies. 


Smoot helped to send Kearns to the senate. 
Smoot drove Kearns out of the senate. 
Kearns is doing what he can to drive Smoot 
from the senate. 

The career of Kearns is an interesting one. 
He came to Utah as a laborer about twenty 
yearsago. Hard work, indomitable persever- 
ance, ox-like energy, and good luck made 
him a millionaire in fifteen years. Although 
handicapped by lack of education, Kearns 
had political ambitions. They were high 
ones. He knew his natural talents were not 
of a character that would secure him political 
advancement, 30 he made his money talk for 
him. 

Kearns’ Change of Front. 

Three years later it became apparent that 
silver could not be made a national political 
issue. Kearns lost no timé In alzning him- 
self with the sentiment of the republican 
party nationally. His state had been re- 
publican before the silver wave swept the 
west and the local leaders believed it would 
become republican again. Kearns accepted 
their judgement, and the result justified him 
and them. 

A United States senatorship was at stake 
in Utah in the campaign of ivov. The dem- 
ocratic legislature had failed to elect two 
years before and a vacancy existed. Smoot, 
then an active young business man of Provo 
and a new apostle of the Mormon church, 
wanted the place. So did arns. Kearns 
had made some powerful! edstern connections 
and he had millions; smovu. was a Mormon 
apostie, a son of Utah, and he was the 
stronger in tne state. A division of strength 
would have been fatal to the party’s success 
in Utah that year, in the opinion of the na- 


tional leaders of the party, so they sent for. 


Smoot. 

The young apostie; new to politics in the 
wider sense, went to Wasnington. There he 
met some mighty meninthe land. Among 
them were R. C. Kerens, then national com- 
mitteeman for Missouri; Archbishop John 
Ireland, Perry S$. Heath, then secretary of 
the republican natidnai committee, and 
others. 

Senate Compact Is Made. 

They prevailed on Smoot to abandon the 
field for two years and to join with Kearns 
to carry the state for the republican party. 
Smooth returned to Utah and formed a com- 
pact with Kearns, by the terms of which 
Kearns was to go to the senate at once anJ 
Smoot to follow in two years’ time. 

‘That year the state went republican by a 
small majority and Kearns was elected. 
This marked the b.ginning of a breach be- 
tween Kearns and Smoot, which widened un- 
til Smoot was elected to the senate two years 
later, despite the bitler opposition of Kearns. 


Kearns-Smoot Feud Begins. 

From that moment to this the feud bet ween 
Kearns and Smoot has raged without abate- 
ment. Smoot formed an all powerful state 
machine and Kearns sought to secure 
Smoot’s expulsion from the senate. The 
‘Tribure, now Kearns’ property, began a 
campaign against Smoot and Joseph F. 
Smith that has been unrelenting-and re- 
morseless. 

SmMootequietly perfected the details of his 
machine, He wasat the s@gnmit of his power 
last fall. Kearns, representing the gentile 
element that resents the intrusion of a high 
church official in politics, fathered the new 
American, or gentile, party that was formed 
last fall. It was powerless in the general elec- 
tion, but in the city election this month it 
controitied the city, and Smoot has joined 
Kearns on Utah's political scrap heap. 


Mormons in Open Revolt. 


The Mormon vote was @ivided and every 
man on the Gentile ticket was elected. 
Smoot’s candidate finishing third. The re- 
volt of the Mormons has every aspect of 
genuineness. Mormons still assert that they 
now have official authority for asserting their 
political independence and that they mean 
to make ine most of it. Smoot's prestige is 
gone, forever. The stigma of this defeat will 
sling to him always. The Mormons blame 
his for the victory of the Gentiles and will 
never forgive him. He has incurred the bitter 
enmity of Penrose and others in high places 
in the church. So strong is the feeling against 
him that the members of the apostles’ ‘‘ quo- 
rum” are now in a position to demand 
that Smoot resign from the senate or quit 
the ‘quorum. This choice will probably be 
laid before him in the immediate future and 
he will probably choose to remain in the 
quorum. 

Reorganization of the republican party is 
now inevitable. The new leaders are not 
easy-to find. All those who have occupied 
positions of prominence in recent years have 
been so closely identified with Smoot’s wel- 
fare that his failure is theirs. Kearns will 
not be the man. Mormons will never forgive 
him for his assaults on them Gentiles will 
never forgive his deal with the church in 
1900, a deal which he tried to perpetuate 
as recentiv as 1904. 

It is not Impossible that the Gentile party 
will rule the state in future. That party has 
grown away from Kearns, its father. He 
is now merely an incident of it. The pro- 
gressive business element of the community 
constitutes its guiding spirit. Its mission is 
more industrial than political. It will seek to 
show the country that church domination 
in Utah is a thing of the past. Salt Lake 
City contains almost one-fourth of the vote 
of the state and the Gentiles can hold Salt 
Lake indefinitely, because they are now solid- 
ified as they have not been for fifteen years.

jury yesterday in bonds of $3,000 by Commissioner 
Foote. James Bonner of the South Chicago police 
force found eleven spurious half dollars hidden 
under the seat of the patrol wagon, and it was 
thought by the police that Racke secreted them 
there om his way to the station.

By Jan. t there will not be an extra dollar in 

the Panama treasury, This means an appeal 

to congress by the president at the opening of 

the seesion for a large nacional appropria- 
tion. 

It ie not desired that thie should be taken 
out of the current funds of the treasury. 
The deficit now is not large, but nevertheless 
it is a deficit. The working balance of the 
treasury is smaller than usual aside from the 
deposits in the national banks, which it is 
expected will be increaged instead of amte- 
ished. 

For this reasorit is intended that siintios?- 
ly all the expense of building the canal shall 
be provided for by the issuance of bonds. 
The secretary of the treasury alréady has 
authority to issue these boads, but he can- 
not pay out the money derived from them un- 
til congress authorizes him so to do. 

Furthermore, at the same time that an 
appropriation is asked for the president and 
secretary will request that congress shall 
give the new Panams bonds a better stand- 
ing in the money market. By an oversight, 
when they were authorized they were not 
put on the same basis as the new 2 per cents 
so that if they were used as a basis for bank 
circulation they would be subject to the 
old rate of 1 per cemt instead of the new 
tax of % of 1 per cent, 

Make Political Capital of It. 

It is felt to be absolutely necessary that 
this correction should be made at the open- 
ing of this session of congress, because 
otherwise there would be a restricted de- 
mand for these Panama bonds, and it may 
be difficult to dispose of them at par. 

There is considereble fear among the re- 
publican leaders that the democrats will 
seize upon the request for am urgency appro- 
priation for the canal to make politica! capi- 
tal. Some of them insist that the spending 
of $10,000,000 on merely preliminary work 
is an evidence of gross extravagance, and 
they are determined to fasten this upon the 
republicans, 80 that the debate can be used 

as political capital in the congressional. elec- 
clema next fall. 

Many of the democratic members of con- 
gress, arriving here. have come to the con- 
clusion that the elections in Ohio; Pennsyl- 
vania, and New York City indicate the sub- 
sidence of the republican tidal wave and 
they believe they can secure control of the 
next house of representatives if they can 
satisfy the people that the republicans in 
authority in Washington aside from the 
president have been extravagant or have left 
the door open for graft in connection with 
the Panama canal. 


BATTLE FLAG TO BE RETURNED. 


United Confederate Veterans Will Re- 
ceive Trophy Captured by Mli- 
nois Cavalry in Rebellion.. 


A confederate battle flag, captured in an 
engagement in the war of the rebellion, will 
be turned over to camp8, United Confederate | 
Veterans, at a campfire given by Columbia | 
post. G. A. R.. in Mé@morial hall, Tuesday | 
evening, Noy. 23. The flag is said to be the 
only one of its kind possessed by an organiza- 
tion. It was captured from the Thirteenth 
Virginia cavalry by the Eighth Illinois cavy- 
alry in 1862.

Work of the Contestants tn lilfnots 
Athletic Club’s Evest at Coliseum

The surprise of the tourney was the defeat 
of Fred Gilmore, who won: the 125 pourd 
championship at Tecronto,’ Canada, last 
spring. Harry Gilmore's youngster was con- 
sidered the star pefformer of the lightweight 
division, and when' he appeared in the ring 
against his victor, Ben Lindstedt, he wa 
given a rcyal reception. The boy shaped up 
nicely and had his left in Ben's face before 
the bout was a second old. Ben, {t seemed, 
did not take kindly to the jolt he received 
and sailed into Fred likea demon. He swung 
right and left regardless 2f where or how 
he was hitting and before the crowd awcke 
to the situation he upset Gilmé¢re with a right 
to the side of the head. Fred was up in- 
stanter and for thirty seconds the spectators 
saw nothing but gloves. Before the end of 
the first minute Fred was upset with a 
swinging right and ccrrers were called. The 
second round was a repetition of the first with 
the exception Fred was knocked cold, The 
pair will hook up again.

The English boxing clube have been trying 
and are seriously considering adopting Amer- 
ican methods of refereeing as to having ‘a 
third man in the ring to break the contest- 
ants when clinched and to tall off the sec- 
onde in cases of kneckdowns. The third 
man in the ring is mot, however, to judge 
on the merits of the boxers, ae ia customary 
in this country, as that part of the referee- 
ing will be looked after by a seaond man 
who will sit in judgment on the outside of 
the ring. This second man. or the referee 
proper, will keep tab on the work of the 
boxers, and therefore, according ‘to the Eng- 
lishman’s idea of it, will be hetter able to 
judge om the merits of the cottestani(s. 

Heretofore, in England, the referee and 
the timekeeper sat outside of the ring, the 
referee simply orderitig the ‘mien to break 
and to disqualify the infringer of the rules, 
while the timekeeper silently tolled off the 
seconds on the fallen contestant, and. at the 
expiration of the limited ten secends, de- 
clared the man down the lcser. This. timing 
method was Getrimental to American hex- 
ers that contested before their clubs, as 
they were accustomed to hearing American 
ring officials toll off each second, £0 the adop- 
tion of cur system of timing surely will be 
appreciated by English and American fight- 
ers alike. wat, 


It requires considerable time ard study, as 
any American referee will attest. to count 
correctly cver 4a fallen fighter, eapecially in 
an exciting battle,.so the better and only 
eorrect method of timing or ccunting over 
the downed fighter is such as I demanded 
at the Fitzsimmone-Corbett fight at Car- 
son Cliy. In that important battle I figured

Prior to 
that Frank Slavin was the. acknowledged 
champion of England and Peter Jackson held 
the seme honors for AustraHba. 

On’ May BU, 18%, Jackson defeated Slavin 
before the National Sporting club of London 
for the championship of England and Aus- 
trda ‘Chariey ‘Mitchell, at the time, made 
he claim of being champion of any country, 
but he was advertised ae being the champion 
of England when he fought Corbett at Jack- 
sonville, Fla., on Jan. 25, 1804. Had Mitchell 
met and defeated Jackson before he fought 
Corbett he ‘would have been champion of 
Kngiend and Australia, so his battle with 
Corbett was for the championship of Amer- 
lca only. . ;

D. C. Palmeter Is Owner. 

Mr. D, C, Palmeter, who owns Baronmore, 
has an edition de luxe farm at Berlin, Wis., 
that is in some respects itself a record 
breaker. Only seventy acres in extent, it is 
situated ‘far within the city limits, with the 
result that the strange sight of city water 
hydrants in the. felda.where the colts and 
brood mares graze is to be seen. A. half- 
mile track, a training. barn with twenty-four 
box stalls, two other barns of good size, a 
blacksmith shop, etc., complete the plant. 
Just now the farm trainer, J. B. Chandler, 
who ranks with Marvin as a developer of 
early speed at the trot and pace, is getting 
together the yearlings for a trip to Louis- 
ville, where they will be given the benefit 
of winter training in a warm climate. Some 
of these baby horses can step off at a won- 
derful clip right now, and one of them, a sis- 
ter to the pacer Kelly, which took a 2 year 
old record better than 2:20 last August, is 
simply a speed marvel for her age, with the 
truest, snappiest way of going I ever saw in 
a trotter of her age. 

The only fault Mr. Palmeter has to find 
with his farm is that it is not large enough 
to keep all the colts he raises. Believing 
that the reputation of the family has been 
go well established by Peter Stirling, Baron- 
gale, Ed Custer, and others as to take rank 
with the best, he is sending all his sale horses 
this year to the big New York vendue where 
Creaceuis and the Billings horses are to be 
disposed of. 


Charley Russell Is Handsome. 


** If Ed Custer had won the 2 year old Ken- 
tucky futurity—as he would have done with 
better starting—I should have sent him 
along with the rest,” said Mr. Palmeter. 
“but ag it is there is one in the lot of 
eighteeni we are shipping that can outbrush 
Custer, and that is Charley Russell.’’ Then 
the colt was led out. He is handsome as a 
picture and has a lot of life. ‘I believe in 
gimpy brood mares,"" continued Mr. Palme- 
ter , “and that colt had one. She is Fior- 
ence B., 2:244%, which W. C. Brown of Chi- 
cago bought for matinée use, but found too 
crazy for pleasant driving.” 

Just then the man for whom the colt is 
named—he is state pension commissioner— 
came in, with a congressman and some 
other friends, to see his namesake before 
he was shipped east. Nine 2 year olds, 
two 3 year olds, two 4 year olds, three year- 
lings, and a brood mare make up the con- 
signmem that. passed through Chicago last 
night, bound for New York. ‘The brood marc 
is Echolass, a daughter of Phallas, dam 
Echora, dam of Direct. 

“ Of the six 2 year olds we put in the list 
this year,” said Mr. Palmeter, “ only one 
was a pacet, and his full sister you saw trot 
so fast on the cinders just now, never even 
ambles, so true Is her trotting gait. There 
were only sixteen foals, all told, of the crop 
of 1908 Four were sold, leaving us twelve 
to work-on. Six of the lot went into the 
list, and two others could have done so if 
we had trained them with only that idea in 


' mind. Both of them went quarters in :36, 


but we never fitted them for a full mile. 
Sends Yearlings to New York. 


“TJ am sending three yearlings to the New 
York sale—a new departure for a western 
breeder, and it is an experiment with me. 
They are out of Pearly, by Nutwood; Stein- 
light, by Steinway; and Japonica, by Mam- 
brino Russeijl. If the scheme works I am 
going to take nearly all the yearlings Chand- 
ler is shipping to Louisville with his other 
horses and offer them at auction in Chicago 
this winter or next spring. My place is too 
small to keep anything but the weanlings 
and brood mares, so I must sell. Barongale 
goes to New York. He took a 3 year o'd 
record of 2:1544, was second to Sadie Mac 
in the Kentucky Futurity that year. and as 
a 4 year old reduced his mark to 2:11 In a 
race. I refused $25,000 for him when he was 
3, because I had nothing to tz2ke his place 
in the stud if his sire died. But now I have 
Ed Custer. Barongale’s dam, Nightingale, 
had a record of 2:10% trotting, and his sec. 
ond dam produced Cresceus. That gort of 
breeding in a 5 year old that can beat 2:10 
ought to. test the eastern market for west- 
ern breeders pretty well. 

‘* Why don’t I breed over twenty-five mares 
a year to a horse-like Baronmore, that is 
siring futurity colts and is still young? 
Well, I think that number is plenty for any 
horse if you want strong; thy colts, im:- 
pressed, by their sire with his own qualities, 
More than that, it is my belief it would be 
better if brood mares were only asked to 
produce a foal: every other- year, but of 
course that would make the colts too cx- 
pensive. But as to the stallion, I have been 
following my own ideas since I ownd 
Baronmmore. Here's a list of his foals in 
brief: 1805, one; 1896, two; 1897, none, all 
the mares were bred to Don Wilkes; 189s, 
thirteen; 1890, none, all mares bred to Dun 
Wilkes; 1900, eight; 1901, fifteen; 1902, eleven: 
1905, sixteen; 1904, seventeen.’ ’ 


Dan Patch Is King. 


Now that Dan Patch has paced a mile at 
Memphis in 1:58 without the aid of a wind 
shield, thereby placing himself so far ahead 
of all other pacers that there is no compari- 
son to be made, he will no doubt provea gold 
mine in the stud, especially as his colts have 
done so well this season, one of them taking 
a race record better than 2:09. 

A peculiarity of Dan Patch in his fast 
miles has always been that his speed de- 
pended on that of the pacemakers and the 
way they were rated. When McHenry 
Grove the horse in 1:564% he told me that Dan 
was willing to do what the runners along- 
side of him were up to, and that, of course, 
meant that a badly rated mile by the man 
driving the galloper meant a losing perform- 
ance by Dan. It fs, therefore. only fair that 
in the 1:54 mile of Dan at Lexington, witha 
wind shield, proper credit should be given 
to Scott Hudson, who is a master hand at 
rating, and that a good share of the glory 
of the 1:55 mile at Memphis without a wind 
shield should faJl to Charley Dean. the Chi- 
cago reinsman who did the rating on that 
occasion 

In reference to the Memphis mile Dean 
said, directly after the performance: “ Some- 
thing, you know, often tells a man when a 
horse is right on edge. I felt today that Dan 
would pace the best mile of his life, and that 
if he did not brenk the record now it would 
be no more use trying this year, for every- 
thing was absolutely favorable. Just think 
of it—the four miles we have done down 
here: One in 2:00, the next in 1:59%, the 
next one in 2:00, we one today in 1:58. 
I caught the mile in 1:57%."’ 


Pateh Pulls 154% Pounds. 


Dan pulled 154¥, pounds, the driver carry- 
ing some weight and putting on enough to 
make a sure thing of it. All the other con- 
ditions required by the rules in contests 


against time were strictly complied with, 
two other races being given. One of them 
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Baceyy Mayloene, is also mixed up in the

Winter Stories from Coast. 


The usual crop of winter stories about the 
green trotters in training at the California 
tracks that are coming east mext summer 
to win all the slow clase races is beginning 
to germinate. 

The first pipe circuit trotter to show in 
the papers is a bay gelding calied Charley 
Belden,- in. training at the Senta Rosa track. 
According to the trainer who drove him the 
other day, the circumstances were as fol- 
lows: “They had a couple of alleged run- 
ners at the track to carry him along, but 
the first one quit after a quarter of a mile, 
and the second one was not in condition for 
the last half, so the trotter had to virtually 
go it alone. The wind was blowing a hurri- 
cane almost, but the gelding trotted the 
mile in 2:13% and did it nicely. I think I 
eould drive him in 2:10 almost any day when 
the weather was oa 

Driving a fast mile in “ almost a hurri- 
cane” is a new idea, but it may be all right. 
People in the east, however, have been told 
so much about the California climate and 
the absence of wind storms that it jars them 
to read about horses trotting in 2:13\% hurri- 
cane day. 


Hard Work for Kinney Lou. 


Budd Doble is reported as giving his stal- 
lion Kinney Lou, 2:07%, a lot of stiff jogging, 
and will winter him with the idea of coming 
east in the spring, unies his present plans 
are changed. When Doble left for. Cali- 
fornia in the fall of 1904 he told me he was 
coming back in 1906 with Kinney Lou, if the 
horee lived and did weil, to show the public 
what a great trotter he really was. Doble 
added that Kinney Lou had been troubled 
with a low fever during practically all his 
campaign in the east. He had driven him a 
quarter in his work in :29, and to those who 
know how conservative Doble is in pre- 
paring his horses this meant a great deal, 
as the man who gave three trotting cham- 
pions their records is not in the habit of 
‘splitting open’’ his horses before they get 
to the races. 

Kinney Lou has done well in California, 
and his. coits are such good lookers and 
show so well at the trot that he is getting a 
fine class of mares, which means a great 
deal to a stallion. In the east the McKin- 
neys did not accomplish much this year. 
Billy Andrews had a few of them in train- 
ing, but some did not do well, and about the 
only one he raced, Miss Kinney, did not 
seem to have much class when it came toa 
real race. But what Sweet Marie, Coney, 
and others of the McKinney tribe have done 
in the trotting and pacing line will never be 
forgotten. They were veritable giants. 


DISTANCE RACE TO BENVOLIO. 


Frank Brahn’s Five Year Old Horse 
Captures Endurance Stakes at 
Cumberland Park. 


Nashville, Tenn., Oct. 18. — [Special.] — 
Frank Brahn’s 5 year old horse Benvolio, by 
Bend Or—Sierra Madra, won the four mile 
Endurance stakes before the banner crowd 
at Cumberland park this afternoon. 

In less than three miles he had his rivals 
leg weary and the last time around he drew 
many lengths away from them.

TO PREVENT PROFESSIONALISM 


Amateur Athletic Union May Adopt 
More Stringent Ruling by Amend- 
ing Constitution.

Girl Slavery in Northwest. 

Evidence has been brought to the atten- 
tion of government officials that ‘girls of 
tender age are often sold in so-called mar- 
riage in the Galician and Polish settlements 
in the northwest. This state of affairs is 
being ventilated by the Woman's Christian 
T Union, and an effort will be 
made at the next session of parliament to 
have a measure introduced to facilitate pros- 
ecutions in such cases. Under the existing 
law, unless the girl refused to be sold into 
marital bondage, the marriage might be 
pronounced legal in any subsequent proceed- 
ings on the ground that the victim was a con- 
senting party. 

Any man who takes a fancy to a young 
girl in the Galician and Polish settlements 
and who can produce $20 to $40 usually can 
buy her. The girl is handed over, as a mat- 
ter of course, in exchange for the cash and 
on the conclusion of the forms of marriage, 
to which she dare not object. She then be- 
comes, in effect, as much the chattel of her 
owner as a beast of the field. The Women's 
union have investigated several instances 
and are satisfied the custom exists and, for 
all practical purposes, ig white slavery of 
@ most revolting kind. ; 

War Made on Harmful Drugs. 

Recent disclosures respecting the terrible 
evils caused by the unrestricted sale of dan- 
gerous drugs in the form of medical reme- 
dies may lead the mimister of inland revenue 
to take vigorous action in the matter. He 
has before him special recommendations on 
the subject by the experts of his depart- 
ment, One of the main previsions of the 
proposed measure is that no remedial prepa- 
ration shall be manufactured or sold in Can- 
ada the formula for which is not printed on 
the bottle or box in which the remedy is 
contained or tered at the department, 
with power to the department to have all 
such preparations analyzed by its experts 
and to publish the results of such analyses 
where publication is found to be in the pub- 
lic interest. It is believed these provisions 
would with proper penalties be found suffi- 
cient. 


How News May Reach Whalers. 

The United States government has been 
notified that the fleet of American whalers 
frozen in at the mouth of the Mackenzie 
river can be communicated with through the 
medium of @ northwest mounted police party 
which leaves Dawson City on Dec. 15. The 
detachment is to carry mails to the Canadian 
police posts at Fort McPherson and Her- 
scheil isiand at the mouth of the Mackenzie, 
and is at the service of the Washington au- 
thorities to the limited extent allowed by 
the severe conditions of arctic traveling. 

Government assistance is not unlikely to 
be given to the proposed dash for the north 
pole from the Yukon. Federal officials who 
have returned from the international bound- 
ary survey between Alaska and the Canadian 
Yukon territory bring details of the scheme 
for the intended expedition as prepared by 
the Yukon VPolar institute. This scheme 
contemplates a party of twenty men experi- 
enced in arctic travel under the severest con- 
ditions, who have made longer trips over 
rougher regions in temperatures as severe 
or more severe, and in weather is tempestu- 
ous, 

These men are familiar with every detail 
of Arctic travel and will be suppiMéd with 
known and tried apparatus which long ex- 
perience in the roughest and most distant 
solitudes of the Yukon wilderness has shown 
to be equal to ail human requirements. The 
trip is to be made during the long Arctic 
night, in the depth of the Arctic winter, when 
solid ice can be found almost everywhere, and 
frequent astronomical observations can be 
taken, instead of having to depend almost 
wholly on the compass, which in those lati- 
tudes is not always trustworthy.

The organization. of the board of education 
is defective in‘one respect. The members 
have only three year terms, and one-third of 
the twenty-one go out of office annually, 

none of whom may he reappointed. As a 
result there is a lack of continuity in admin. 
istration. The short and the desire for 
reappointment make a member more amen- 
able to political contrél and more ready to 
obey the orders and indulge the whims of a 
mayor. There may take their seats yearly 
seven new members who have to be educated 
until their services become of value. Often 
much of the time of a superintendent is 
taken up in meeting the obstacles thrown in 
his way by ignorant new members who are 
full of fads and fancies. 

The term of office should be extended. 
There should not be so large an infusion of 
“new blood ”—that is, of untrained and in- 
experienced men—every year. Then it 
would not be in the power of a new mayor 
to threaten the demoralization of the public 
schools as Mayor Dunne has. 


OFFENSES TO THE EAR. 

We hear much of offenses to the eye and 
of offenses to the nose in Chicago, but little, 
comparatively, is said of offenses to the ear. 
Yet they are among the most serious that 
the people have to undergo. Offenses to the 
eye and nose are often more annoying than 
harmful, whereas continual offenses to the 
ear are nerve racking and nerve destroy- 
ing. They interfere with sleep and, eventn- 
ally, even with digestion, because when the 
neryous system is broken down the whole 
body suffers. 

A certain percentage of noise in Chicago 
is necessary and must be endured if business 
is:to be transacted. Persons so sensitively 
organized that they cannot abide the una- 
voidable noises of the city have no remedy 
except to move into the country. But there 
is a great volume of needless noise which 
would be done away with if the city were 
properly policed. 

This is true of the whistling of tugs, pro- 
pellers, and locomotives within the city lim- 
its. It is no uncommon thing for a tug 
captain in the south branch to blow his 
whistle for five mmutes at an early hour in 
the morning in order to awaken one sleepy 
bridgetender, utterly regardiess of the 
fact that in so doing he may disturb 
the sleep of perhaps a hundred thou- 
sand people. There are ordinances which 
prohibit unnecessary whistling, and much 
of that on the river is louder than is re- 
quired to give proper signals to a bridge 
tender. Yet the ordinances are continually 
violated, and steamboat captains and loco- 
motive engineers are let alone by the police 
as if they had a right to disturb their fellow 
cHizens because a small amount of occa- 
sional noise is a necessary, if not a useful, 
part of their business. 

Much of the ringing of cable gongs in the 
city is unnecessary. In some instances it is 
continuous, ear piercing, and almost soul 
destroying, but there seeins to be no way of 
regulating or diminishing it. Teams will 
keep on the tracks in front of cars, and care- 
less pedestrians have to be warned of dan- 
ger. 

The elevated roads make unnecessary 
noise, especially On the loop, where there 
are the most people to be disturbed. Sug- 
gestions that the noise be reduced meet with 
no encouragement from the officers of the 
'roads. There are mechanical changes, some 


ef them inexpensive, which, if made, would

GRAFT: IN HIGH PLACES AND IN LOW. 

There is a popular impression that in 
these days everybody grafts—including

re old enough. The impression is erroné- 
bord Biverybody does not graft, Many 
persons aré so constituted that grafting is 
inconvenient or painful for them, . They 
find ‘be the best policy, not merely

also because it responds more immediately: 


to the demands of their nature. Their in- 


stincts, education, habits, and temperament 
restrain them from grafting. For them bis! 
is easier to be honest than not,

ber of persons with whom the taint of dis- 
honesty is hereditary or acquired and for 
whom it is difficult to travel the straight 
path, even when it lies immediately before 
them and is easier than the crooked one. 
Officers of the law deplore the tendency to 
pardon criminals or treat them leniently, 
because they say the man who goes wrong 
once in financial matters is likely to do it 

again. Embezzslers who are pardoned and 
put in the way of making an honest living 
frequently embezzle again. In‘one celebrated 
ease the state’s attorney in this county ob- 
jected to relieving a defaulter from the conse- 
quences of his act because he said that if he 
were relieved he would probably come be- 
fore the Crimine! court in the same capacity 
a second time. | 

Grafting in high places is not a new thing: 
It is. as bid as tyranny, oppression, and mis- 
role, afd they go back to prehistoric times. 
They arose fram the tendency of human{ | 
beings to abuse unlimited power when in- 
trusted to them. ‘As the Ngyptians op- 
pressed the Israelites, so every government 
or ruler not surrounded by proper restric- 
tions has sooner or later oppressed the peo- 
ple. Wherever there has been a privileged 
class other classes have suffered. The rob- 
ber barone of the middie ages, the nobility 
of France and other European countries 
ground their serfs or peasants into the dust 
until the French revolution freed the op- 
pressed. So in modern times all who have 
had excessive or unlimited power have 
sooner or later abused it. Today in this 
country the greatest power is the money 
power, and the people who possess it, when 
not restrained by officers of the law, have 
not been untike civil or military rulers of 
ancient times in their tendency to take what 
did not belong to them and hold on to it as 
long as they could. 

The revelations of grafting in high places 
in New York are not new in one respect. 
When undue confidence is reposed in any 
class of men, some of its representatives in- 
variably betray it. That is why it so fre- 
quently happens that men whe-go wrong 
in financial matters are pillars in*the com- 
munity, or hold high places in the churches, 
and are the last men who were suspected of 
a disposition to go wrong. Misconduct in 
their cases followed upon the undue con- 
fidence which had been reposed in them. 

No man in the community stands so high 
that he should not be subject to proper 
checks and safeguards. In fact, the men 
who hold the most responsible positions and 
who, if they chose, might the most easily 
betray the trusts placed in them are fre 
quently the ones who are disposed to have 
their accounts carefully audited. They are 
the ones who welcome the advent of the 
“certified public accountamt ” and wish to 
have the affairs of the institutions over 
which they preside closely examined by 
independent authorities once a year or 
oftener. There is therefore nothing unrea- 
sonable im the suggestion that banks, na- 
tiomal or otherwise, should be investigated 
by accountants who are not under the con- 
trol of their officers, 

Grafting in high places hasits imitators in 
low places. The grafting politician has 
flourished in this country almost ever since 
we had a country. The doctors have their 
ambulance chasers. The lawyers have their 
shysters. The ministers have their wolves 
in sheep’s clothing. The newspapers have 
their holdup men. There is no yocation pur 
sued in life which is not disgraced by some 
of the persons emga ged in it. 

On the other hand, there is nohe in which 
examples of honest living amd upright con- 
duct do mot shine out like “ good deeds in a 
naughty world.” Grafters, after all, are the 
exceptions. There are trusts in Wall street 
that are not betrayed. Most of the mim 
isters are men of geod living and conduct, 
engaged in self-sacrificing efforts to im- 
prove the condition of their fellow men. 
Most of the doctors, lawyers, and journal- 
ists are decent. Most of the menengaged in 
business, evem if they are controlled by no 
worthier motive, see in honesty the founde- 
tion stone of permanent success. 

There is mo more grafting now than there 
used to be, except that business is more 
widely extended. The percentage of dis-| 
honesty has decreased. But when a dis- 
honest act is committed the facts are more 
generally known. Publicity is im the air. 
Grafting in high life and low is more cer- 
tainty detected and exposed than it used to 
be. When any conepicuous instance of 
wrongdoing becomes known it is blown on 
the winds of heaven from one ocean to the 
other. :

| ure to contemplate: 

Chicago has also a great number of rail- 
road viaducts. With the completion, a few 
years hence, of track elevation, it wil! have 
a much greater nuinber. Yet not one of 
these stréet-spanaing arches seems likely 
ever to enlist or deserye the esthetic ad- 
miration of the citizen. He must constantly 
behold them, and they constitute a con- 
spicyous and characteristic feature of the 
city, but their lines and mass do not excite 
his admiration. 

Not all American cities are destitute of 
noble. bridges and viaducts. The new 
Craigie bridge over the Charies ¢iver in 
Boston is a worthy example of municipal 
enterprise, and New York, despite much 
ugliness in, this line, has several engineer- 
ing masterpieces in bridge building which 
are likewise meritorious architecturally. 
First honors would perhaps be divided be- 
tween the olkdest—High bridge, built across 
the Harlem river more than three score 
years ago to carry upon its thirteen soaring 
arches the Croton aqueduct—and the fam- 
ous Brooklyn suspension b , spahning 
the Kast river. Washington biidge, over 
the Harlem, with its two 510 foot arches, 
is a well modeled structure, and the new 
Williamsburg suspension bridge—the sec- 
ond over the Bist river—has at least that 
sweeping grace which belongs to all sus- 
pension bridges. The proposed Hendrik 
Hudson Memoria! bridge, to carry Riverside 
drive over Spuyten Duyvil creek amd gorge, 
will, if built according to present designs, 
be an impressive monumental! structure over- 
looking the Hudson. Three creditable via- 
ducts have also been built in New York in 
— times, one for the subway railway

What can Chicage do to improve the 
architectura! character of ite river and street 
arches? Must it go on multiplying, for ex- 
ample, such ne¢dless ugliness of detail as 
is expressed in the trolley supports of the 
new State street bridge? Must it still be 
the victim of mere engineering talent in the 
designs of its scores of bridges? Must the 
solely utilitarian standards of railroads 
dominate all municipal bridge building? 
And must these same standards determin< 


-the aspect of railroad viaducts which are 


to become permanent and prominent feat- 
ures of the city? The designing of Chicago’s 
bridges and viaducts demands an infusion 
somehow of esthetic spirit. 


WORK FOR EVERYBODY. 

Judging from the condition of the labor 
market in Chicago at present there should 
be little destitution this winter through lack 
of employment. Certainly no man, woman, 
or child over 16 years of age need go with- 
eut work at present. The largest emply- 
ing enterprises, the department stores, the 
mail order houses, and the great factories 
report an unparalleled scarcity of help. The 
manager of one large department store says: 
“We have wanted 500 peaple for the last 
month and can’t get them.” Anemployer of 
meswenger boye asserts that boys are not to 
be had in the necessary number, although 
in several cases the pay offered is nearly 
double the old rate. The head of a mail 
order house employing several thousands of 
persons said recently: “ Not only can I not 
secure good help but I am unable to fill the 
existing vacancies with help of any kind.’ 
The situation seems to be that everybody 
who wants to work is working and employ- 
ere are still calling for more. 

Sach a situation is one upon which any 
community can well felicitate itself. In 
London lack of employment and consequent 
widespread destitution have resulted in vio- 
lent demonstrations and appeals to the gov- 
ernment for aid. Able bodied and skilled 
workmen are unable to secure employment 
enough to keep their families clothed and 
fed. In Ciicago no man is unemployed who 
really wishes work and has the energy and 
intelligence to go and look for it. Some of 
the numerous appeals for more help are 
due to the coming Christmas rush. Em- 
ployers are anticipating @ great Christmas 
business and do not propose to be caught 
short on help. But the many chances for 
employment have been open for several 
months, so it is evident that the reason for 
the situation is not merely a seasonable one. 
The scarcity of boys is a good sign. It 
shows that fathers are able to keep their 
| children in school because they themselves 
have steady employment at good wages. 
On the whole, bread winners in Chicago 
have cause for seif-congratulation.

Considering how hard and sustained is the 
work exacted from students of science, pure or applied, ‘t seems important 
that cne subjects from which they are to derive their literary culture should 
be presented to them not in a dry as dust fashion, not chiefly as subjects of 
examination, but as sources of recreation and changes of mental activity. 
From this point of view the best literature of the Unglish language offers 
unequaled advantages. 

There is one fact which may be noted by any intelligent observer. Many 
of our most eminent teachers of science, ahd more especially of seience in 
its technical applications, insist on a demand which in the province of science 
is analogous to a demand made in the province of literary study by those

Conceding this fact, the situation seems to be one calling for the best 
judgment of the best employés affected by the condition.

Such a man will be quick to give his employer any mark of consideration 
due him as a superior officer in office hours; beyond that he will not go. 

Any employer who may be receiving flattery from his employés in per- 
sonal ways may safely say to himself that it is a costly kind of pleasure. 
The meanest sycophant, giving his sycophancy, feels meaner still, and his 
one opportunity to recoup himself will be to take vengeance of the man who 
has demeaned him. In a hundred ways he may have opportunity, too. 

Not only in this manner, but an employer in such a position finding a 
man who truckles at every turn should recognize in the man a certain spine- 
lessness unfitting him for any position of work calling for the assertion of 
his strength and manhood in business. The conscientious man who has the 
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suggest that he is conferring a favor. Instead, he is asking a man to 
give him of his best and dearest, and it is his love which entitles him to 
prefer his request. Neither has he any cause for resenrment if the girl’s 
fagher question him closely as to his past life, present prospects, and fu- 
ture expectations and is in no great haste to give him his daughter and 
his blessing.

erts was that the cotton crop would be 
arge, but not of extraordinary size, the fig- 
ures being placed at from 11,000,000 to 12,- 
000,000 bales. The crop of the preceding 
year having been small (slightly over 10,000, - 
000 baies), sellers of cotton seed asked and 
were able to obtain prices which, though 
possibly warranted by the assumed crop 
conditions, were much higher than the mar- 
ket value of products justified when the 
true condition of the crop became known. 
This state of the seed market endured until 
a large share of the seed had been gathered. 
The cotton crop proved to be about 13,600,000 
bales (largely in excess of the yield of any 
previous year), and the prices of cotton seed 
and its products experienced a serious de- 
cline.

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OW does music look? 

While humble everyday folk attend con- 
certs to hear, the proficient clairvoyant goes 
to see. Of those who see are Mrs. Annie 
Besant and C. W. Leadbeater, who offer to 
those who see not luminous pictures of what 
taey themselves have beheld, pictures of 
sound, portraits of music. 

fhe work of these investigators is of a sort with that 
Dr. Baraduc of Paris, 


from the materialistic 

vibrations’ in the gray matter of the brain. -It has long 
been known, they observe, te those who have given at- 
tention to the question that impressions were produced by 
the reflection of ultra violet rays from objects not visi- 
ble by the rays of the ordinary spectrum. Clairvoyants 
occasionally were justified by the appearance on sensitive 
photographic plates of figures seen and described by them 
as present with the sitter, though invisible to. physical 
sight. It is not possible for an unbiased judgment to re- 
ject in toto the evidence of such occurrences proffered by 
men of integrity on the strength of their own experiments, 
oftentimes repeated. 
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Thought Created Photographs Taken. 

And now come investigators who turn their attention 
to the obtaining of images of subtle forms, inventing meth- 
ods specially designed with the view of reproducing taem. 
Dr. Baraduc states that he is investigating the subtle 
forces by which the soul, defined as the ititelligence work- 
ing between the body and the spirit, expresses itself, by 
seeking to record its movements by means of a needle, its 
luminous but invisible vibrations by impressions on sensi- 
tive plates. He says that the creation of an object is the 
passing out of an image from the mind and its subsequent 
materialization, and he seeks the chemical effect caused 
on silver salts by this thought created picture. One strik- 
ing picture is that of a force raying outwards, the projec- 
tion of an earnest prayer. Another prayer is seen produc- 
ing forms like the fronds of a fern. 

Mrs. Besant and Mr. Leadbeater say that his illustra- 
tions represent the effect caused in etheric matter by the 
vibrations of thought. Their own present work deals wita 
the vibrations of music, with the impressions on astral and 
mental matter made by ordered successions of sounds. 

Many people are aware that sound is always associated 
with color; that when, for example, a musical note is 
sounded, a flash of color corresponding to it may be seen 
by those whose finer senses are already to some extent 
developed. It seems not to be so generally well known 
that sound produces form as well as color, and that every 
piece of music leaves behind it an impression of tais na- 
ture, which persists for some considerable time, and is 
clearly visible and intelligible to those who have eyes to 
see. ‘Such a shape,” say Mrs. Besant and Mr. Leadbeat- 
er, “is perhaps not technically a thought form, unless we 
take it, as well we may, as the result of the thought of 
the composer expressed by means of the skill of the mu- 
sician through his instrument 
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Snap Shots of Beethoven Symphony. 

“Some such forms are most striking and impressive, 
and naturally their variety is infinite. Each class of music 
has its own type of form, and the style of the composer 
shows as clearly in the form which his music builds as a 
man’s character Shows in his handwriting. Other possi- 
bilities of variation are introduced by the kind of instru- 
ment upon which the music is performed, and also by the 
merits of the player. The same piece of music, if played 
accurately, will always build the same form, but that 
form will be enormously larger when it is played on a 
church organ or by a military band than when it is per- 
formeé upon a piano, and not only the size but also the 
texture of the resultant form will be quite different."’ 

There will also be a similar difference in texture be- 
tween the result of a piece of music played upon a violin 
and the same piece executed upon the flute. Again, the 
excellence of the performance has its effect, and there is # 


‘wonderful difference between the radiant beauty of the 


form produced by the work of a true artist, perfect alike 
in expression and execution, and the comparatively dull 
and undistinguished looking one which represents the ef- 
fort of the wooden and mechanical player. Anything like 
inaccuracy In rendering naturally leaves a corresponding 
defect in the form, so that the exact character of the 
performance shows itself just as clearly to the clairvoyant 
spectator as it does to the auditor. 
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Forms Created by Sounds. 

In the accompanying illustrations a few examples of 
the leading types of music forms are shown, these types 
presenting readily recognizable contrasts pictured as 
they appeared when played upon the same instrument, a 
fine church organ. In each of the pictures the church 
shows as well as the thought form, which towers far into 
the air above it; and though the drawings are on different 
seales the church is the same in all three cases, and con- 
sequently the relative size of the sound form can be easily 
calculated. The actual height of the tower of the church 
is just under a hundred feet, so it will be seen that the 
sound form produced by a powerful organ is enormous in 


size. 
In these pictures only the form created directly by 
‘the sound vibrations has been drawn, though as geen by 
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the clairvoyant it is usually surrounded by meny other 
minor forms, the result of the persona! feelings of the per- 
former, or of the emotions aroused among the audience by 
the music. In the first picture we have a small and com- 
paratively simple form portrayed in considerable detail, 
something of the effect of each note being given; in the 
next we have a more elaborate form of an entirly different 
character delineated with less detail, since no attempt is 
made to render the separate notes, but only to show how 
each chord expresses itself in form and color; in the third 
picture we have a still greater and richer form in the de- 
piction of which all detail is avoided in order that the full 
efféct of the piece as a whole may be approximately given.

Mendelssohn's Songs Photographed. 

The first picture, one of Mendelssohn's Songs Without 
Words, and comparatively smali and simple, presents a 
shape roughly representing that of a balloon, having a 
scalloped outline consisting of a double violet line. Within 
that there Is an arrangement of variously colored lines 
moving almost parallel with this outline, and then another 
similar arrangement which seems to cross and interpene- 


trate the first, Both of these sets of linea evidently start 
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from the organ within the church, and consequently pass 
upward through its roof in their course, physica] matter 
being. clearly no obstacle td their formation. In the hol- 
low center of the form float a number of small crescents, 
apparently arranged in four vertical lines. Disrégarding 
for the moment the scalloped border we have next within 
it an arrangement. of four lines of different colors running 
in the same direction, the outermost being blue, and the 
others crimson, yellow, and green respectively. These 
lines consist of a number of short lines at various leyels, 
joined together perpendicularly. Each of these short lines 
represents a note of music, and the irregularity of their 
arrangement indicates the succession of these “notes; so 
that each of these crooked lines signifies the movement of 
one of the parts of the melody, the four movitig approx- 
imately together denoting the treble, alto, tenor, and bass 
respectively, though they do not necessarily appear in that 
order in this astral form. Each of-the short lines express- 
ing a note has a color of its own, so that, although as a 
whole that outer line gives an impression of blueness, .and 
the one next within it of carmine, each yet varies in every 
inch of its length; so that what is shown is not a correct 
reproduction of every tint but only the general impression. 

The two sets of four lines which seem to cross one an- 
other are caused by two sections of the melody; the scal- 
loped edging surrounding tae whole is the result of various 
flourishes and arpeggios, and the floating crescents in the 
center represent isolated or staccato chords. The whole 
form is seen reproduced on a. coruscating background of 
many colors, which is in reality a cloud surrounding it 
upon every side, cdused by the vibrations which are pour- 
ing out from it in all directions.

Gounod’s Music Perfectly Shaped. 


The second picture shows a ringing chorus from Gounod 
as it appeared several minutes after the organist had fin- 
ished, the perfected shape rising high in the air, clearly 
defined and in an oblate hollow spheroid which slowly 
increases in size, gradually radiating outward from its 
center, but growing proportionately less vivid as it does so 
until at last it loses coherence and fadeS away much as a 
wreath of smoke might. The coloring here is far more 
brilliant and massive, for this music is not so much a 
thread of murmurous melody as a splendid succession of 
crashing chords. The artist has sought to give the effect 
of the chords rather than of the separate notes, the latter 
being scarcely possible on a scale so small as this. In this 
much longer piece the lines have crossed and intermingled 
so that we have little but the gorgeous general effect which 
the composer must have intended us to feel. Careful 
analysis shows that there is real - order in the seeming 
chaos, and that if it were possible to make a reprodtction 
of this golden glory that should be accurate down to the 
smallest detail, it would also be possible to disentangle it 
to the uttermost, and to assign every lovely touch of corus- 
cating color to the exact note that called it into existence.

Wagner a Mountain Range. 

No one, say the seers of music, who has devoted any 
study to musical forms would hesitate in ascribing the 
marvelous mountain range to the genius of Richard Wag- 
ner, ‘“‘for no other composer has yet built sound edifices 
with such power and decision.”” We have a vast bell 
shaped erection, fully 900 feet in height and but little less 
in diameter at the bottom, floating in the air above the 
church out of which it has arisen. No attempt has been 
made in this drawing to show the effect of single notes or 
of single chords; each range of mimic rocks represents in 
size, shape, and color only the general effect of one. of the 
sections of the piece of music as seen from a distancé. 
But it must be understood that in reality both this and 
the Gounod form are as full of minute details as the Men- 
delssohn picture, and that all these magnificent masses of 
color are built up of many comparatively small bands 
which would not be separately visible upon the scale on 
which this is drawn. The broad result is that each moun- 
tain peak has its own brilliant hue, just as it is seen in the 
illustration—splendid splash of vivid color, glowing with 
the glory of its own living light, spreading its resplendent 
radiance over all the country round, yet in each of these 
masses of color other colors are constantly flickering as 
they do over the surface of molten metal, so that the 
coruscations and scintillations of these wonderful astral 
edifices are far beyond the power of any physical words to 
describe. 
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Striking Difference in Forms. 

A striking feature in this form is the radical difference 
between the two types.of music which occur in ft, one pro- 
ducing the angular rocky masses, and tne other the round- 
ed billowy clouds which lie between them. Other motifs 
are shown by the broad bands of blue, and rose, and green 
which appear at the base of the bell, and the meandering 
lines of white and yellow whica quiver across them are 
probably produced by a rippling arpeggio accompaniment. 

Such forms remain as coherent erections for some 
‘considerable time, an hour or two at least; and during all 
that time they are irradiating forth their characteristic 
vibrations in every direction, just as our thought forms 
do; and if the music be good, the effect of these vibrations 
cannot but be uplifting to every man upon whose mind 
they play. Thus the community owes a real debt of grati- 
tude to the musician who pours forth such helpful in- 
fluences, for he may affect for good hundreds whom ‘ne 
never saw and will never know on the physical plane.

A seene in a Berlin school, where girls are instructed in all branches of the 
housemaid’s art. 
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INDEN, and all that district of Hanover, 
is wondering and puzzling over one of the 
strangest mysteries that ever has puzzled 
a community. Meantime seventeen young 
women, all handsome, all strangers in that 
part: of Germany, all seemingly deaf and 
dumb, are held by the police, without charge 
except a technical one, and the authorities 
are wondering what to do with the fair prisoners, who 
neither will speak nor make any motion of explanation. 

What is behind the strange, unaccountable, myste- 
rious actions of these young women, and how many more 
will be prisoners before the puzzle finally is solved—if 
ever it is solved—no one in Minden can tell.. 

The mystery—which wasn’t. known as a mystery then 
—began early in June. A man, giving his name as EXbers, 
seemingly possessed of plenty of money, arrived in Minden 
shortly before the opening of the season and, by paying 
over to Herr Rodenkopf, he secured permission to use the 
vacant lot at the corner of Rodenbecker strasse and Simeon 
strasse—one of the prominent corners in the thriving little 
German city. He stipulated that he intended to give no 
amusement, that he had no idea of erecting any perma. 
nent building, and that he simply wanted to use the lot 
from May 1 until Oct. 1, and was willing to pay almost 
the value of the land itself for the use of the space. He 
refused utterly to tell for what purpose the ground was 
to be used—but, by applying to the town council, he 
secured permission to erect a small stand—10 feet by 10 
feet; in the center of the lot.. He paid alli bills, settled in 
full for the lease of the ground and for the privilege of 
erecting the stand, and, leaving Minden without further 
ado, he disappeared as if dropping off the earth. 

The behavior of the man excited a little comment in 


‘the city at:the time and much curiosity in the mind of 


Herr Rodenkopf, the owner of the land, and as the weeks 
passed and nothing developed, those who knew of. the 
peculiar bargain began to believe that they had been deal- 
ing with a crazy man. 

On the first Saturday night in June while the crowds 
were parading down Simeon strasse and Linden strasse 
into the parks along the Weser and the canals, a woman, 


garbed entirely in blue, without hat, her fair hair bound 
by a single circlet of gold, suddenty was observed stand- 
ing on the platform at the corner of Roderbecker strasse 
and Simeon strasse. She stood perfectly still, gazing 
straight ahead of her, making no sound and ‘no motion. 
After a time a few of the curious stopped and waited to 
see what she intended to do. Already there had been some 
comment in the city as to the uses of the platform, and 
the public thought that the solution was at hand. They 
argued that perhaps some new religion was to be ex- 
pounded, or.perhaps some new medicine or other salable 
article was to be boomed. 

But, although: the crowd grew thicker and thicker 
and more and more impatient, giving vent to the im- 
patience with calls and cries, the woman on the platform 
did not move. Her beauty alone was sufficient to attract 
attention and soon the crowd grew until the street inter- 
section was crowded. 

Policemen noting the blockade hastened to the spot 
to quell disorder or to prevent infraction of the law. Ob- 
serving the lone woman standing on the. little platform. 
they remained at~- respectful attention for perhaps half 
an hour. Then, under orders from the commander, one 
pressed forward and, mounting the platform, inquired of 
the woman what she intended to do, calling her attention 
to the fact that the permit for the erection of the stand 
specifically stated that. it was not to be used for purposes 
of amusement. 

The policeman might as well have talked to a statue. 
The woman stood perfectly still. Her eyes seemed fast- 
ened on something straight ahead. In vain the man ex- 
postulated, argued; and pleaded. She did not move. The 
policeman went to his superior officer and reported that 
the woman in blue was deaf and dumb, and, after a long 
parley, the police decided to take her into custody and 
get an explanation. She was arrested and went with the 
Officers. The crowd dispersed and the curiosity waned. 

At the police station every effort to get the woman to 
talk proved useless. She appeared deaf. dumb, and blind, 
although her eyes were seemingly as good as any one’s. 
For several days she was held in custody, and finally in 


despair she was sent to the refuge for women. aS, 
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Exactly two weeks later, on Saturday evening, pedes- 
trians noticed another woman in blue, garbed exactly 
like the first; almost her counterpart in appearance, stand- 
ing motionless on the little platform. Again the crowd 
gathered, again the streets were blockaded. The police 
ran to the scene and, without waiting as long as in the 
first instance, pressed through the crowd to the platform 
and began questioning the girl, asking her how she 
escaped frory the custody of the matrons and guards at 
the house of correction, where she had been detained. 
They supposed that she was the same woman that had 
appeared before, and that she had escaped and returned to 
the platform. 

Not a word or look of recognition could they get from 
her, and they hurried her away to prison and discovered, 
to their astonishment, the other woman in blue in 
her room. 

The two women were confronted with each other, but 
not a trace of recognition or interest did either make. 

The puzzle was so great that the police began an in- 
vestigation. Not one trace of either woman could they 
find prior to the time they appeared on the platform. 
No onetin Minden knew either of them, and, so far as 
could begascertained, no one had seen either of them 
arrive in"Minden from any direction. 

The following Saturday evening. at the same hour, 
another woman in blue, this one more beautiful than either 
of the others, yet like them in garb and.in appearance, 
suddenly was discovered standing on tue platform. The 
news of the third woman in blue spread through the little 
city like a flash and there was a rush toward the scene. 
In ten minutes the intersection of the two streets was 
packed. 

The woman stood as if noticing nothing, gazing 
straight wefore her, a half smile playing over her beau- 
tiful face. The police, amazed and startled where they 
had been only puzzled before, struggled through the mass 
of people and led the woman to a waiting carriage, hur- 
ried her into it, and drove away to the house of correction. 
There the three women, all so strangely alike, were lined 


up in the matron’s room and severely questioned by the - 


police. They stood impassive, as if mesmerized:-or in a 
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trance, and after an hour the bewildered police gave up. 

The following Saturday night and again the next Sat- 
urday night two more women in blue appeared and each 
appearance was the signal for a repetition of the excited 
rush to get a glimpse of the mysterious beauty in blue. 
Scores who thought they might know one.or the other of 
the women were admitted to see them, but none could 
recognize any of the five. 

Then, suddenly the women began to appear on different 
nights, and in one week in July five appeared, one each 
night from Tuesday to Saturday. 

By that time the town was wild with excitement and 
the police were dazed and bewildered. Not a clew to the 
identity of any one of the women could they find, whither 
she came, nor why. Not one word could they extract 
from any of them. A great professor, who had made a 
study of hypnotism, was called and worked with the 
women, but not one gleam even of intelligence could he 
draw from any.of their eyes. 

Finally, after seventeen of the women had appeared, 
the visitations ceased. The women were transferred to 
an asylum and closely watched. They walk, eat, yawn, 
and move like ordinary persons. They pass each other as 
if sightless, although they see. 

The police are determined to hold them in custody until 
the mystery is cleared up, and the women do not seem to 
care whether they are held or not.

Drama in Each Plant's Life.

These characteristics were 
expressions of vital laws, and so finally many a botanist, 
to his great surprise, discovered that the plants really 
had a part in the great battle of life, and quietly, mod- 
estly, but none the less surely, through slight movements 
and curves, defended themselves against enemies and mis- 
fortune. It was discovered that they lived in an oft dra- 
matic battle; that they’ were tireless in the display of new 
expedients, in artifices and adjustments, to obtain every- 
where the first triumph of life over ‘dead matter,’ each 
in its own way, with its own individuality; that they long 
ago had found a way to utilize all the rest of nature, and 
had created a thousand relations between them and this 
concealed and yet so powerful life, and had formed 6éon- 
nections for reciprocal advantage and support through its 
ereatures, the beetles, flies, bees, butterflies, snails, and 
birds. The flower strewn meadow, every scanty pasture, 
even the great, silent forest, all are a murmuring sym- 
phony of the most marvelous and beautiful life phenom- 
ena.” f 

In analyzing these phenomena France adorns every 
minutia with a romance and fervor that clothes the naked 
science with absorbing interest, and, as if by some wizard’s 
pass, wafts the population of the plant world before the 
eye like a host of human beings, like a community of 
fairies. Finally, as though under the spell of that he has 
seen and pictured, he cries: ‘‘ We can no longer doubt 
that the plants must possess the beginnings of sensation, 
since every reaction to an impulse, every blow of the 
stamens, every curling of the tentacles, self-erection under 
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the influence of light and gravity, the taste, search, and 
flight of the spermatazoa--a]) this would be impossible if 
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Flowers Suffer from Wounds. 

“All of my involuntary movements are released by 
sensations, Similar events take place by the thousands in 
plant life, furnishing us the best possible proof that sensa- 
tion exista there also. The thought muat inevitably arise 


that, if plants have séngation, then they must feel pain. 
romantic perspective 


What a r | this opens! How much pain 
and sorrow we must daily inflict upon nature! The peace- 
ful clearing in the forest would become a martyr’s cham- 
ber, and every nosegay cost the garden a hundred painful 
wounds. As Darwin was the first to investigate, an injury 
to the sensitive rootlet end causes regularly convulsive 
curlings of the whole rootiet. So it is not alone the worm 
that turns when it is trodden upon, but the rootlets also, 
if .severely injured. Even more—just as in man and 
animal, so it is possible also with plants to destroy sensa- 
tion by an excess of excitation, until they are stunned and 
stupefied. The injured root is for a long time indifferent 
to gravity and light, just as a man suffering from jumping 
toothache becomes indifferent to minor injuries. Chloro- 
form, too, causes a cessation of all reaction to irritatjon, 
as does also alcohol. 

“All this causes the scale to incline heavily towards the 
view that trees and flowers share in the many pains that 
life brings to all living creatures. Moreover, there are 
many who unhesitatingly admit much more of a soul 
character than this to the plants. Prof. Kerner refers 
to the well known division of labor in plant life, that is 
not conceivable without mutual exchange and a general, 
coherent plan. The physical forces are not all utilized 
by the whole plant, but some by one organ, some by 
another; all are adapted to the immediate necessities, so 
that, for instance, the same light rays that attract the 
leaves repel the roots, In human life we call such system- 


atization division of labor, and it is not conceivable to , 


the human brain without some central direction of the 
whole. We must, therefore, grant the same thing to the 
plant individual, and we may call it instinct or soul, as we 
wish. This central director occupies itself with those un- 
conscious purposefully planned activities so marvelous 
to us, and which are simply inexplicable without the ac- 
ceptance of some such hypothesis.

Examples of Plant Sensation. 


‘Every hour that we devote to this lovable observation 
of nature shows us new examples of this characteristic. 
We already know a few of these. The tentacles of the 
sun dew plant, that grasp after a fly, know how to reach 
their prey with infallible certainty. At the first movement 
they inevitably grasp in the exact direction, where their 
prey is to be found. Or let us observe for a moment the 
water plants that are not rooted to the bottom but swim 
freely about, with their roots reaching out of the water 
seeking for nourishment. Their thousandfold branches 
and interwoven rootlets send out a thick, hairy net tangle 
about them. And, how marvelous! The roots are so ar- 
ranged within this impenetrable felt which they form 
that they do not touch each other. Is it an instinct which 
tells the roots to avoid one another? 
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‘** Phere is much more in growing things than the mere 
capacity to respond to irritation. Their functions are 
closely limited, but they have an independent life. I 
have often thought that the peculiar riddle of life con- 
sisted in just thia-~How an apparently all powerful creat- 
iveness can be united to a seheme of physical forces. 
Perhaps the wisdom of Empedocles offers the true solution, 
and there is an unconfined spirit in everything which can 


6 only gradually free itself from the bonds of matter—most 


of all in us, lesg in the animals, and still less in the plants— 
and becoming in its lowest manifestation only perceptible 
as an eternal causal relation in dead matter itself. This 
poetical figure is, perhaps, the best description of the 
reality. 

“There are tremendous tasks for the nature student 
of today. Indeed, it appears to me that the preéminence 
of the really great student of nature at the present time 
over those of previous ages consists in just that universal 
view of the whole that ts granted to him, and in his clear 
recognition of the great interrelation of the physical and 
biological sciences in one great natural process.

Fairyland Exists in Reality. 


* Whoever dives deep into nature knows only too well 
how the fairyland of our childhood’s fancy is made reality 
all about us. For no imagination could have conceived all 
the wonderful things that the student of nature discovers. 
Man has not wandered in vain over this dim, tiresome, 
treacherous path. We have brought away a mighty 
knowledge that reaches down into the depths of all being; 
the certainty that the life of plants is one with that of 
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animals and with that of ourselves. What grander lesson 
eould the speechless plants give than that which they 
have taught us—that their sense life is a primitive form, 
the beginning of the human mind! 

' “The latest discovery in the field of vegetable physi- 
ological psychology is that all its discoveries are not new. 
The plants are only different in form from the animals, 
not different beings. All that we know of their tropisms, 
reflexes, instincts, we find to be characteristic properties 
of animal organisms also, and therewith falls the last of 
the artficial partitions which were once erected in the 
kingdom of nature as a necessity for systematic arrange- 
ment,.and then, because of that strange fetichism which 
man gives to his own ereations, came to be looked upon as 
divisions of nature itself. 

‘In its essentials the sense life of animals is only a 
higher developed stage of that of plants. The lowest 
animal in this sense is wholly comparable with the highest 
plants. The difference which at first glance causes the 
animal to appear as living and the plants as lifeless is 
due only to the tempo of events. - All reaction movements 
are quicker in animals. The movements of flowers’ have 
been photographed and transferred to a cinematograph, 
and then reproduced in the tempo of animal movements. 
They gave the fantastic picture of some fabulous being 
in some tremendous agitation. But. in spite of the slowing 
up, the life functioning is just the same, just as the 
nerves of animals are essentially identical with the simple 
temporary instruments of the vegetable nervous systems. 
A moment’s thought will make this plain. The move- 
ments of plants do not require this great apparatus of 
muscles and nerves. The animal that must seek its food 
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and maintenance over a wide extent of territory.must run 
and climb in breathless haste if it is not to starve: its 
whole body must accordingly be adjusted for rapid action. 
It requires sharp and fully developed senses; it must have 
a skillfully constructed internal telephone and a definite 
central control of its entire apparatus. The plants, on 
the other hand, which are, so to speak, stuck into their 
nourishment, can usually dispense with movement, and 
they need know little of the happenings around them. Air 
and rain come to them; therefore they need not worry 
about them. They have nothing to communicate: there 
fore they can exist without any regular nervous system, 
without a brain, and with only primitive sense organs. 
But their powers are only sleeping. How often have we 
seen this. The moment that movement is needed they can 
act as quickly as the most nimble animal. When they 


must observe they notice all that is necessary. They are — 


no stepchildren of nature; they are as completely adapted 
to their life as is the animal to its life. When an animal 
is no longer compelled to trouble about its food, the clam 
and the polyp show that it becomes simply an organless 
sack, like many parasitic animals.

* There is, therefore, no sudden animation, no sudden 
introduction of a soul by nature; but we are all united 
in the same encircling unity, whose internal yearnings 
and unconscious comprehensions form the germ of all 
nature religions, and give them their real sanction and 
their peculiar ‘value.

“A measureless perspective stretches away when we 
consider this inner, secret connection through which na- 
ture maintains the circle of events, and seeks to utilize to 
the best all relations of all beings. The one firm point 
to which we can cling is the feeling of complete inner 
unity with the creative and transforming forces of nature. 
This unity raises us to all the possibilities that lie hidden 
in the limitless creativeness of nature. And through this 
we may also und:«rstand how high and low struggle in 
our breasts, for its tells us that, after all, the living world 
is but mankind in the making, and that we are but @ part 
of all.” 

Thus the fables and fairy tales c@me true; the beautiful 
blossoms are ensouled with living spirits and yivified by 
the same life that animates men. 
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WILL WORLD PERISH OF THIRST? Scientists Puzzled to Explain 
os i hy Some Men Are Geniuses. 
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S the. world to perish of thirst? Look to the 
trees, the brave old trees, that nave ruled 
in the greenwood long. In their keeping are 
the drinking cups of the earth. And if the 
signs of Our woodlands are read aright, both 
trees and drops of water are passing away. 

There are those who see forever over the 

heads of a hapless humanity the direful 

sword of Damoclés, now in one make and shape and now 

in another. And the latest of these is the watery shape, 

presaging a water famine and universal death by parched 
throats. 

It is, indeed, well established that, both in Africa and 
in central Asia, and in all the other great levels of the 
world, the water beds are drying away. Many historic 
lakes have quite vanished. Lake Chiraoua has been shrink- 
ing during the last twenty years, and its place now knows 
it no more. Lake Ugania, one of Livingstone’s discoveries, 
is out of existence, Lake Tcher is a shriveled water bed. 
Lake Eyre, in Australia, has markedly diminished, and 
countless Australian rivers, streams, and rills, the longer 
they stand the shorter they grow. ; 

Deserts are gradually spreading their weary wastes 
in a zone stretching east and southeast In central Asia, so 
that only in the neighborhood of mountains around whose 
lofty brows vapors condense and fall can irrigation and 
agriculture be carried on or life itself be sustained.

Great Bodies of Water Lost. 


The ancient river Tarim, one of the most traveled of 
Asiatic routes in other days, now almost has faded away. 
Lobinor, onee four times the size of Lake Geneva, is now 
but a shallow marsh, and the vast Biberian lakes are dwin- 
dling into smaller and smaller measures. 

In European Russia expansive stretches of marsh land 
have dried and crystallized into terra firma, so that Nov- 
gored, which the Mongols when they swept over the coun- 
try ta the middle ages could not selge, because impassable 
marshes collected. around it, is now the annual fair ground 
for thousands of merchants. Prince Kropotkin, the Rus- 
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sian scientist, refers these disquieting facts to the faraway 
glacial period when thick ice coated many present day hills 
and valleys. The water, therefore, left by the glaciers 
has been and is being simply exhausted in divers ways. 
Nature has been playing her reckless part with water 
springs giving out everywhere and water beds falling.

United States Delays Thirst, 


The increase of population and the modern systems of 
drainage have much to answer for, but much of the 
drought undoubtedly is caused by’ the swift, ruthless 
slaughter of timber, for trees not only draw rain clouds, 
but freshen the moisture of the soil, While it is impos- 
sible for puny man to order the ways of geology whicr 
purpose to evaporate earth's water, he has inquired whe- 
ther he may not wisely defer the moment of a waterless 
world by the better preserving of his magnificent woods 
and luxuriant forests and by persistent replanting of 
trees, 

Uncle fam, at all events, while gracefully yielding to 
mysterious nature, is exerting himself to delay the anni- 
hilation of his home folks by thirst. And this at present 
he is doing in three different ways: First, by the United 
States government, through the bureau of forestry; sec- 
ondly, by the states, which have organised a department 
of forestry; and, lastly, by private enthusiasts and cor- 
porations, either alone op in alliance with the state or 
national organizations, 

One of the most notable features of government work 
is the cojperation with private owners in the planting of 
trees. While the bureau does not furnish seeds or trees, 
it gives the services of specially trained men, who examine 
the private lands, prepare trees for planting, and select 
tree# suited to the location and conditions. 

In five years 834 plans have been prepared, comprising 
about 14,000 acres, besides many others not reported of 
farmers who use the plans of their neighbors. In 1004 
alone 900,000 trees were planted on 287 acres of New 
Mexico and Texas. 

The bureau of forest expansion is further making trials 


we 


of different foreign and native trees for setting out in 
different parts of the country. One of the most extensive 
projects of this sort is being made in the sandhill regions 
of Nebraska, in the Dismal river reserve, a treeless land 
into which trees are coming. The first experiments were 
80 victorious that a forest reserve of over 120,000 acres 
was proclaimed, and extensive plantings are being made 
of Scotca, rock, and jack pines. 

The first state to attempt to reforest its mountain 
watersheds naturally was southern California, whose need 
was the greatest, and whose sparse groves were ravished 
by irrational! use, fires, and stock graging. The depletion 
of greenwood has cost vast volumes of water for Califor- 
nians and their ranches. Some of the beautiful rivers 
have quite ceased to flow in the summer. The destruction 
has been increaging, and the hue and cry for water is 
waking rapidly louder. 
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Great Wealth From Water. 


If there were sufficient water for the arable land of 
southern California's seven counties their wealth would be 
enhanced from their present valuation of $00,000,000 
approximately to $3,250,000,000—one of the most magnifi- 
cently fertile stretches on the continent; a beautiful home 
for 2,000,000 people. It is for the sake of this vast expan- 
sion of wealth that the forest service has essayed the enor- 
mous task of reforesting its shorn mountains, planting 
trees of a kind that flourished thére before, giving slight 
heed to their value as lumber. What is needed is a huge 
mass Of large roots, to form innumerable dams beneath, 
and a spreading, dense growth to shelter the surface fram 
sun and wind, to prevent evaporation. 

Inasmuch as it requires from twenty to a hundred 
years for a tree to attain a marketable size, it is extremely 
dificult to induce legislative bodies to appropriate funds 
for the restoration of forests, But much has been done 
in the way of experimental preparation, so that when pub- 
lic interést is awakened and the funds furnished, tested 
methods speedily can be put into effect. The sword is aot 
yet ready to fall. 


Rk. C. W. BALEEBY of England is perplexed. 
The lurid pugzle of the missing link alarms the 
biologist no more in his triumphant task of 

- parmoniging the universal causation of the 
it vy | theory of evolution with the facts of nature, 
wii? and of proying the universe so distinctly all- 
of-a-piece that, as the poet suavely sang, you cannot 
stir a flower without deflecting the course of all the 
stars. 

- But what of the poet who renders this picturesque 
remark? He is the new evolutionary conundrum with- 
out an answer in all the big books of Britain, Burope, 
and America. Dr. Saleeby fas gleaned their brightest 
and best, and all he can infer, after his toilsome pursuit, 
is that— 

“ Causation will have been established everywhere else 
ere it can ride cock-a-hoop over that sublime entity we 
call genius.”’ If we attempt roughly to classify genius 
as philosophical, including scientific, and esthetic or ere- 
ative, he submits that the first class of genius, as long as 
it possesses no tincture of the second, offers no serious 
difficulty to the law of universal causation. It ig ex- 
plained ty the law of association of ideas, by compari- 
son with mere talent, such as most people possess a 
quantum of, and no serious difficulty appears, But as a 
matter of fact, philosophic genius in its highest form 
is never thet without some infusion of the creative |mag- 
ination. The conception of universal gravitation, though 
it did correspond with objective truth, was a creative 
effort of Newton's mind. The synthetic philosophy could 
not have been conceived without the effort of a noble 
imagination. 
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Esthetic Geniuses Are Most Puzzling. 

But it ig in tne purely creative or esthetic genius 
that the strength of the last stronghold most clearly bows 
to the law of continulty. The law of association of ideas 
really throws no light that he discerns in the C Minor 
Symphony, “Of your Shakespeare or your Beethoven 
| would say that they brought a new thing into the 
cosmos, did I not know that without antiquity we 
could net have had Shakespeare; and without Bach 
we could not have had Beethoven. Causation we can 
trace in part even in the case of these consummate 
artiats. We can also study their parentage and en- 
vironment and gay foolish things about this strain of 
blood giving this genius his insight, and that his love 
of form; or this type of landscape giving him his feel- 
ing for nature, and so forth. 

“It is a curloys fact that literary men with an uncen- 
scious recognition of fhe law of continuity are constantly 


dttempting to give scientific explanations of the traits pt 
genius, while scientific men themselves will shrug thet 
shoulders and usually assent to the indisputable trut® 


that a poet is born not made. That is almost al) we ~- 
know about it. At gome happy commingling of parental , 


elements we can faintly guess, but that is practically all” 

But this is merely a restatement of the popular be- 
lief. Better still, says he, we may read poet in the 
litera] sense of a maker, or, to use an old Scotch word 
for poet, a “makkar.” He proceeds to add that We 
cannot fall back on heredity. Though genius i often 
hereditary in the ordinary sense of the word, as has been 
proyed by Sir Francis Gallon, it is oftener hereditary in 
the sense that it is congenital. Now again, causes which 
are not understood lead to the production of the extreme 
variation from the normal known as genius. While the 
process cannot be explained, it can be located, hence the 
correct assertion that a genius is born, not made, 
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All Think They Could Be Geniuses. 


Every man, observes the shrewd doctor, fancies that 


if he had practiced painstakingly he could play billiards 


as well as Schaefer, but in this he errs. 

The musician is given as the clearest illustration of 
this congenital nature of genius. Little Franz von Vecsey: 
who at ten years of age plays Baca's Chaconne or Paga- 
nini’s Hexentarz in a manner which hardly any mature 
violinist can surpass, is cited as about as inexplicable 
a phenomenon known to science. The theory of universal 
causation can do little more than stare at him, still ane 
at untaught Schubert writing airs like “* Who is Sylvia? 
and ‘‘ Hark, Hark, the Lark!” on the back of his menu 
card in a beer garden, within ten minutes of seeing t#* 
words for the first time. 

The puzzled doctor finally arrives at Carlyles defini- 
tion of genius, that it is the transcendent capacity for 
taking trouble, first of all, and argues that if it were 
correct it would harmonize with the laws of eontinulty, 
but ‘it is abvioug nonsense. Rather is genius, 46 Spen- 
cer observes, the capacity for doing without trouble taat 
which ordinary endowment cannot do with any amount 
of trouble.” 

And with that Dr. Saleeby relaxes into peaceful Fes 
ignation over “our utter failure to explain genius in 
terms of common causation, and remembering that m 
and matter are but different aspects of the unknowable 
I am inclined to prefer in a modern interpretation another: 
definition of Carlyle’s which I have never seen quot 
and which seems io me to be one of the most sublime 
things he ever said, that genius ia the clearer presence of 
God most high in man.,”’

OW do your children behave at table? is an 
old question just now rapidly giving way to 
a newer and more serious inquiry. How are 
you acting toward your children while they 
are at meals? 

If little Johnnie or little Jennie are 
raising the dickens all through the flat or 
the house or in the streets, and at sehool 

and even at Sunday school, the chances are that they are 
not getting enough.to eat. This especially bad child about 
the age of 10 years most likely is sufferirg for lump sugar 
in greater quantities than ne gets, while if you have been 
insisting arbitrarily that ‘‘ meat isn’t good for you’ when 
he has been clamoring for it, you may be imposing indi- 
gestion, constipation, and all the train of physical and 
mental ills that come of enforcing an undesirable menu 
into his stomach and intestinal tracts, 

Study of certain subnormal types of childreu in the 
Chicago Hospital school has led Miss Mary R,. Camp- 
bell to the conclusion that malnutrition and angemia, act- 
ing through the physical structure, have tremendous in- 
fluence upon the mental] state of the child and account

Give Nervous Child Sugar. 


Considering the child of the markedly neryoug dispo- 
sition it should receive some of the most careful mother- 
ing at the table Its preference for its food should have 
every consideration until experimentation might show 
that the craving is abnormal It is unmistakable almost 
that when the child craves a meat diet his gystem will 
digest meat better than starchy foods. In Ike man- 
ner the child who tends to starchy diet should not bc 
encouraged, as many mothers do, to eat any more flesh 
food than its appetite demands. ‘ Craving " food in the 
main, however, ‘s a misnomer, not more than a préfer- 
ence being shown for most things, while dislike that 
might have been for some foods is scarcely more than 
indifference Preferred food is always better digestex.

“Tt ign’t economy to buy cheap shoes if 
you can afford better ones. From $3.50 to 
$5 is a fair price. Five,dollar shoes, if they 
are well selected, should wear as-long as 
leather can be made to wear. People who pay 
more don’t, as a rule, get better wearing or 
even better looking footgear. 

“Tt isn’t necessary for shoes to become 
warped and, spread out of shape, They will 
keep their form unti] they are worn out if 
they fit in the first place—a shoe that has to be 
broken in ever so little is an outrage. Look 
out for the toe, instep, and heel particularly, 
but insist on a general feeling of comfort. 

“It’s easy to buy good shoes and spoil them 
by lack of care. Don't use liquid blacking. 
Get a dressing that leaves the shoe soft as 
well as glossy and that does not burn the 
leather or thread. If shoes are kept soft with 
dressing of this kind an occasional soaking 
in rainy weather will do no harm. In fact, it 
ig a g00d plan to wash them occasionally with 
a damp cloth. Let them dry before applying 
more dressing. In case your shoes are wet 
at night stretch them with shoe trees; de 
this if you want to lay them aside fora while, 
too. This keeps the leather from wrinkling. 
Shoes that are not in use for a’ time need 
plenty of dressing when they are put away. 
Otherwise the leather dries out and gets 
brittle. ;

Great Corporations Still Narrow. 

The narrowest of these types belong to an- 
other generation, who just now are white 
kaired and considering with supreme re- 
gret the coming early necessity for retire- 
ment. But here and there through the mer- 
cantile and manufacturing worid one finds 
the newest of the great corporations full of 
young biood and yet holding fast by this 
Same narrow text and testament of business. 

Not long ago I wished to look through a 
typical packing department in one of the 
great wholesale dry goods houses of Ameri- 
ca. It was an incorporated company, with 
some of the sons of the founders occupying 
important positions in the business. One of 
the richest of these sons was general man- 
ager, whu received me politely enough But 
he told me that the packing and shipping 
department of the house was a terra incog- 
nito even to the einployés whose work did 
not take them there—that no stranger ever 
was iet into these packing rooms for obser- 
vation.

Its principles can be taught only to a cer- 
tain extent in a text book, but a knowledge 
of what can be taught having been ob. ained, 
any one, by a little application, can develop 
it in his own particular way to suit the class 
of operations he has to perform, nearly any 
of which can be greatly shortened by its

Yet if his touch memory 
center is not.impaired he may take the ob- 


ject in his hand and by feeling it carefully —

Nature in her evélution of the buman 
brain has been economical in all its arrange- 

nt. These various motor centers have 
been built in pairs, right and left, with the 
intent. that ff one be destroyed, the other 
one in resefve may be brought into service 
and develop into an efficient substitute. ‘This, 
provided the destruction bé not too late fn 
life. 

In ‘adult life the calling in of the substitute 
center and its training virtually is impos- 
sible. 

In the economical arrangement of the 
motor cénters they are on one side or the 
ether of the central fissure dividing the two 
lobes. The right handed person will have 
thése centers on the left side and the left 
handed man will be moved by the motor cen- 
ters on the right. Communication between 
these centers is slow as compared with the 
electrical current, for instance. Therefore 
these centers need to be in close touch. Yet 
ff on this one side or the other of a young 
brain a motor center be destroyed, the cor- 
responding center on the other.side of the 
brain may. be educated to;take ite place.

Rnowledde Comes Through Ear. 

Tt is through the ear, however. thal knowl- 
edge through language comes to the brain. 
however crude. the language may be. Idiocy 
indeed may come from a deprivation of the 
senses. Helen Keller and Laura Bridgman 
ere examples of this fact. Had they been 
left as nature left them they would have 
been In the idiot class simply for lack of 
the senses.. As it was, a long, painstaking. 
persistent effort to reach them through the 
sense of teuch resulted in bringing them 
to a full intellectual stature. 

As showing the comparative importance 
of the ear and eye, it long has been observed 
that the blind person with an ear makes 
much more rapid progress than does the 
deaf mute who has his eyes. Man’s first 
sense impressions came through the ear, and 
without the associated motor and sensory 


centers connected therewith he is handi- © 


capped indeed.

Another versatile creation suggested a half a-dozen 
possibilities of combination which could be. carried out 
with only the possession of one skirt. The frock, as it 
stood, was of dark green broadcloth, 2nd the skirt was 
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trimmed with one of the old fashioned, flat pieces of 
shifred cloth. bound on both edges with velvet of the same 
shade abput one inch in depth. In between the flat, scant 
shirrings, which were arranged in little groups and sec- 
tions, there were laid paillettes of a beautiful chiné silk 
in a shade lightér, This silk also was the material of the 
dinner coat whica was the top part to the affair.” It was 
made in directoire fashion, that is, it had overturning 
and unlined pointed revers of the silk. and an elaborate 
vest of lace and chiffon with a collar of the same reach- 
ing down to the waist.

The silk was of a 
quality to radiate luminously at night and had some- 
where in it enough black and pink threads to radiate 
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these colors unexpectedly, It was just the garment, both 
in cut and material, to transfer on occasion to one of the 
white—or white lace skirts if one thd this luxury—waich 
it is the Parisian fancy to wear with these coats for high 
necked evening uses. 

A gown of this kind furnished with a small jacket 
to correspond exactly in the trimming of shirred cloth 
would be the best possible -caoice for a round of day func- 
tions to be worn at times with the ordinary lace blouse, 
while by donning the silk bodice it would be ideal for 
theater wear or for anything of the high necked order 
required after night.
